DX 1 es [| According to Kampiles' statement 
to FBI agents he took the document from the Operations 
Center to his place of residence in Vienna, Virginia and 
subsequently took it with him to Chicago where he 
_ resided with his mother. 


bX 1 d. [ In February 1978, Kampiles was in 
Athens, Greece where he went to visit some 
relatives. 
DX e. Three or four days after arriving in 


Athens, on or about 23 February, Kampiles went 

to the Soviet Embassy, met a man he later 

determined to be Director of Security for the 

Embassy and advised him that he wished to sell 
information on a long-term basis. Kampiles was 

told nothing could be done until he provided documents. 
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
